OHIO'S PRETTY BIRDS 


Sportsmen Say Mongolian Pheas- 


ants ace Increasing. 


THEY THRIVE IN SOME SECTIONS 


But the Increase is Not General and the 


Commission Will Distribute Them 


Accordingly. 


When the state fish and game com- 


mission met this week the report with 
respect to the propagation of Mongo- 
lian pheasants in Ohio was submitted 
to the governor. 
,, 


Charges were made last fall that 


the distribution of the birds over the 
state was a waste ef money and that 
they would not"thrive in Ohio. In or- 
der to ascertain the truth of the 
matter the secretary of the commis- 
sion was instructed to write to all 
farmers and sportsmen to whom birds 
had been sent to be released and to 
learn -from them the facts. 
More 


than 300 answers have been received, 
ami the majority of them show that 
the birds are doing splendidly. In 
some localities where the conditions 
are not suitable they have failed to 
increase, but in many other parts of 
the state they are rapidly multiplying. 


In the hills of southern Ohio the 


pheasants have increased and multi- 
plied and the farmers of that ssction 
are asking for more of them. 
The 


letters have been embodied in the re- 
port and were turned over to the gov- 
ernor. 
Hereafter the distribution 


will be confined to those parts of the 
state "wnere the conditions are more 
favorable, and no more will be sent to 
places where the birds do not thrive.

'OUT OF REVENGE 


Negroes Are Believed to Have Fired 


the Town. 


Union City. Tenn., March 21.—Tip- 


tonville, the county seat of Lake coun- 
ty, was nearly destroyed by fire, only 
four houses escaping. The Lake Coun- 
ty bank, dry goods and clothing stores, 
Peacock's furniture store, a butcher 
shop, two barber shops, two or three 
restaurants, several groceries, a hotel 
•ncT other structures were burned. 


The fire is supposed to have been, 


•tarted by negroes out of revenge for 
the lynching of Ike Fitzgerald, one of 
their race, on Saturday. At his trial 
the jury stood 11 for hanging and 1 
for life Imprisonment. That evening, 
as the sheriff was taking Fitzgerald to 
the jail, a mob of 200 men took the 
prisoner from the sheriff and hanged 
him to a tree near the courthouse. 
Before he was hanged the negro was 
tortured in a horrible manner. 
r* ' . 
Negroes Lynched. 
' Terry, Miss., March 21.—Jerry Bell, 
••a. negro, was lynched by a mob that 
hanged him to a railroad bridge. Beil. 
was discovered in the room of a young 
"woman visiting the family of R., C. 
Terry. He escaped to Bryan, Miss., 
where he was arrested. After being 
brought back to Terry he was ar- 
raigned and bound over to the circuit 
court, when the mob got him. Later 
developments implicate another negro, 
Charles Hollinsworth, whom the mob 
meant to hang at the same time and 
place with Bell, but he fought his way 
through the small army of men, and, 
although 50 shots were fired at him, 
he escaped in the darkness. It is gen- 
erally thought he will be found riddled 
with bullets.

An Open Switch. 


Terre Haute, Ind., March 21.—The 


Chicago and Florida special on the 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois railroad, 
while running at 30 miles an hour, ran 
into an open switch in this city, de- 
railing the engine and four of the six 
cars, and killing the fireman. The en- 
gine turned over but the cars stayed 
on the track. Fireman Sam Cardeman, 
30, of Chicago, who was killed, was on 
his first trip. None of the passengers 
was hurt. Several of the Pullman cars 
were damaged, as the train dashed 
Into some freight cars on a siding. The 
track was torn up for a block.

I have;shore leave to go to Norfolk 


every night and each Saturday and 
Sunday. This takes away the monot- 
ony of being tied to a ship all the 
time and is highly appreciated. I 
have oiders to report for duty on 
board the great battleshiplllinois.and 
one of the finest and best in the Amer- 
lean navy,Jand some old salts who 
bate .been all over the world say she 
does not have her equal afloat. 


The Illinois was built by the New- 


port News Ship Building company. 
and was sent out last Tuesday morn- 
ing for a trial trip. It was the opin- 
ion of all who had the privilege of be- 
ing en board that the Illinois is not 
only the equal of her sister ships in 
strength of material and beauty of 
nnishY but she will be able to show 
greater speed than any of them have 
naade. This, mind you, in face of the 
fact that she has not been out of the 
water for over a year and her hull in 
places is covered with oysters and the 
usual sea growth. When this is clear- 
ed away she will havfi a speed exceed- 
ing 17 knots an;h6ur.

It consists of four 13-inch guns, 14 six- 
inch, 16 six-pound rapid tire, four one- 
pound rapid fire placed in lower mili- 
tary tops and four automatic Colts in 
the upper tops. Two field guns on 
carriages for shore duty are also car- 
ried. The boats are fitted with mounts 
to accommodate the guns from the 
military masts if they should at any 
time be needed. 
There are four tor- 


pedo tubes capable of discharging 18- 
iDch Whitehead torpedoes. 


The bell of the Illinois Is a curios- 


ity. This, you know,is-the second bat- 
tleship Illinois on which this perfect- 
ly sounding and beautifully toned 
bell has seen service. The first was a 
Lome-made affair, built of brick and 
composition instead of steel and ar- 
mor. Itjlloated (?) on the bosom of 
Lake Michigan off the World's fair 
grounds>at;Chicago,and was visited by 
the thousands of enthusiastic Ameri- 
cans whojhad never seen the bulldogs 
of the new navy. When tbe ship was 
destroyed the bell was carefully pre- 
served and only a few weeks ago was 
it brought out for service on the 
mighty engine of war named after its 
state. On the bell is this inscription: 
"Presented to the United States bat-
